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Morin Defines Air Policy For Army 


Realizing the importance to the Army of the action of the House Military 
Affairs Committee in reporting favorably the bill establishing the Air Corps, 
the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL requested Congressman John M. Morin, chairman 
of the committee, to present his views on the proposed legislation. Mr. Morin 
thereupon prepared the article which follows, which we commend to the atten- 
tion of our readers.—THE EDITOR.

The Committee on Military Affairs has reported to the House a 
bill for the development of the Air Service based upon a modification 
of the Lassiter Board report of the War Department, known as the 
five-year program, and also containing provisions recommended by Gen- 
eral Patrick, Chief of the Army Air Service, that are calculated to 
correct many of the difficulties confronting that arm of the National 
Defense. Among the most important of these recommendations are 
those providing for the selection of the Chief of the Air Service and 
commissioned personnel of the newly designated Air Corps; the training 
of enlisted men as pilots; and providing a rate of pay for mechanics 
that will insure not only the highest grade of mechanics to care for the 
planes, but will tend to hold them in the Service for long periods. 

The committee has studied the aviation problem, in so far as it 
affects the national defense, since 1919. At that time a subcommittee 
of which I was a member held extensive hearings. I introduced a bill 
which I felt at the time would offer many advantages to this new serv- 
ice. However, with the Muscle Shoals problem facing the committee 
at that time, it was impossible to take up the problem and work out 
satisfactory legislation. 

Again, in the following Congress the subject was one of the major 
problems to be considered by Congress. Not only were exhaustive 
hearings held by the Military Committee, but a special committee of 
Congress went into the details of the question at even greater length. 
Again the problems facing Congress were such that it was necessary to 
forego enactment of legislation on this subject. Due to events transpir- 
ing during the adjournment period, and which led the President to name 
a commission of representative citizens to study and advise as to how 
best to develop and apply aircraft in national defense, the Sixty-ninth 
Congress when it convened recognized that the time had arrived when 
it would be necessary to take a definite stand as to just what should be 
done in this country for the development of aviation. Each of the com- 
mittees of the House which had some phase of the subject to consider 
took up the problem. 

Many bills were introduced'to improve aviation, in the Navy, in the 
Army, and in the commercial field. Each committee has reported a bill 
which that committee feels will do much to solve the problem for which 
that committee seeks a solution. The Military Affairs Committee has 
reported a bill the members feel will go far in solving the problems 
facing the development of an adequate air defense for the Army. This 
bill has had long and careful consideration. The provisions of the vari- 
ous bills introduced, the various views expressed in statements before 
the committee, the recommendations made by the various investigating 
committees—all have been studied with a view to determining just what 
should be incorporated in a measure at this time. Some members of 
the committee felt the time had come for a department of national 
defense which would call for a consolidation of the present War and 
Navy Departments and the creation of a single department with sub- 
divisions for Army, Navy and Air Service. Some members were of the 
view that a new department of the Government devoted solely to avia- 
tion is the proper solution. Still others believed that the existing 
organization was adequate and that no change should be made. 

Despite these divergent views, the members of the committee joined 
in the sentiment that some legislation should be reported that would 
benefit the Air Service. Accordingly, a whole-hearted effort has been 
made to work out a measure with as many desirable features as pos- 
sible, and despite some disagreement, would be acceptable as a whole. 
In the bill reported by the committee I feel that this result has been 
accomplished and this is substantiated by the fact that no minority 
report has been filed. No claim is made that the measure will solve all

Army Promotion System Under Fire 


Caer At recognition of the injustices which the single line list 
has done to the Regular Army is forecast by the action of the House Mili- 
tary Committee in directing that a study of the entire question be made. 

This direction is contained in the air increase bill favorably reported by 
the committee to the House last week. The text of the pertinent provision is 
as follows: 

“Correction of promotion list—That the Secretary of War be, and is hereby, 
directed to investigate and study the alleged injustices which exist in the pro- 
motion list of the Army, and to submit to Congress on the second Monday of 
December, 1926, this study, together with his recommendation for changes, if 
any, in the present promotion list.” 

Commenting upon this section the report of the committee states: 

“The problem of modifying promotion to correct inequalities and alleged 
injustices suffered by junior officers of the Air Service and other officers has 
not been satisfactorily solved. The committee is impressed with the importance 
of this problem. Promotion means an officer’s career. It, perhaps more than 
any other single factor, affects Service morale. 

“The present promotion list was created by the national defence act of 
June 4, 1920. It is based on the principle of promotion by seniority of com- 
missioned service. It includes all officers in the Army except those of the Medi- 
cal Department and chaplains. Since its creation many suggestions have been 
made for its modification. These suggestions have been considered and studied 
by various boards of officers, but no plan for a rearrangement of the names on 
the list has as yet been found which seems to be better than the present 
arrangement. 

“At the request of the committee the Secretary of War had a special study 
made for the committee. This study has not yet produced a solution satis- 
factory to the committee, but feeling that a solution may yet be found the 
committee has incorporated in the bill a provision calling upon the Secretary of 
War for a report early in the next session of Congress.” 

In all likelihood the House will adopt the committee’s recommendation for 
a War Department study, and it is expected that the Senate will take similar 
action. In such case, there will be a specific mandate from Congress to the 
War Department to make the study and on its part Congress will be com- 
mitted to the policy of making whatever changes may be deemed advisable 
in the promotion system in force. 

The War Department is manifesting keen interest in this particular section 
of the bill, especially since the House committee has recognized that the list as 
at present constituted contains inequalities and injustices which ought to be 
remedied. It has not yet been determined whether the General Staff will con- 
tinue a study it inaugurated some weeks ago, or whether a board wiil be named 
to go into the question de novo. The probability is the latter course will be 
pursued, and the board will be made up of officers of high rank in whom Con- 
gress has confidence. 

Regardless of the view that the principle of the single list is conceded to 
be about the best solution of the problem of promotion in the Army, the fact 
is recognized by the members of the House committee that the present system 
is discouraging to large groups of officers. Every rearrangement so far 
attempted has seemed, however, to render injustice to larger groups of officers 
than those which would be benefitted by the change proposed. This has given 
rise to the suggestion that the whole matter could be adjusted by adopting a 
new method. Members of the committee frankly admit they do not know how 
to develop such a method, and it is for this reason they are seeking the views 
of the War Department. 

The committee’s action is the direct result of testimony which it has taken 
in connection with the air problem. Maj. Gen. Robert C. Davis, the Adjutant 
General of the Army, not only has appeared before the committee but also 
detailed at great length the unfortunate way in which the single list has worked 
out. General Davis reviewed the various steps which the War Department 
_ taken in this connection, and particularly quoted the Shanks Board as 
ollows: 

“The board recommends that the original promotion list should stand un- 
changed and submits its opinion that the maintenance of the single promotion 
list is highly important to the efficiency of the Army.” : 

General Davis expressed his own views as follows: “A separate promotion 
list for the Air Service should be considered only as a last resort, when it can 
be clearly shown that the present single promotion system so long sought by 
the Army and Congress is inadequate.”

Keep Japan Out of Mexico is Demand of American Press 


HE constant menace to the American peace which developments in Mexico 

constitute, the coupling of the names of Japanese syndicates and coloniza- 
tion organizations with Mexican land concessions, and the additional suspicion 
thereby injected into American-Japanese relations, have been this week the 
subject of a great deal of forceful press comment. 

For years now, in fact ever since the Madero revolution, Mexico has been a 
problem in the foreign relations of this country. Revolution has destroyed 
American life, and has concerned foreign nations, which look to this Govern- 
ment to use its good offices in behalf of the protection of their nationals. Revolu- 
tion, as well as the de facto and de jure governments which Mexico has had, 
has disregarded and violated property rights of foreigners. Today there are 
three grave questions concerning the American and Mexican Governments; the 
first, the new land and oil laws promulgated by President Calles; the second, 
the policy of the Calles Government, which, it is declared, constitutes religious 
oppression; and the third, the alleged negotiation of an agreement whereby 

exico has granted a concession of 2,000,000 acres on Magdalena Bay to a 
Japanese syndicate. 

The land and oil laws have been the subject of emphatic protest by this 
Government, and of prolonged negotiations of a most delicate character. Based 
on charges submitted, the House Committee on Foreign Relations has instituted 
an investigation into the religious policy of the Calles administration, and the 
lawyer of the religious interests, Mr. Charles W. Darr, appeared before the 
committee and presented an argument for the rupture of diplomatic relations 
with Mexico. “Can this Government (that of Calles) last?” he asked. “No, 
so surely as there is a just and patient God it will fall amid bloodshed and 
strife.” Senator Borah, chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
is responsible for bringing to the attention of the country the report that a 
Japanese syndicate had obtained the lard concession 
referred to from the Mexican Government. His 


route between the Atlantic and the Pacific. The United States Navy is organ- 
ized on the assumption that the two fleets—the Atlantic and Pacific—shall be 
able, in time of war, to join forces via the Panama Canal for the defense of 
either coast. It was on this assumption that the United States entered into 
the disarmament agreement with its 5-5-3 ratio. 

“To permit Japan or any other power of the Eastern Hemisphere to con- 
trol harbors and possible naval bases so important as Magdalena and Ensenada 
is to permit interference with the American policy of defense and an infringe- 
ment of the understanding under which this country agreed to the disarma- 
ment plan. 

“It must be the immediate duty of the State Department to inquire into 
the Magdalena and Ensenada purchases, to learn whether the facts are as they 
have been stated. It seems that the relations between the United States and 
Japan must be subjected to one strain after another. This is the third time 
within recent years that the fear of a collusion between Japan and Mexico has 
caused America uneasiness. On its face, the present situation comes directly 
within the scope of the Lodge resolution. Unless further inquiry reveals a 
technical difference between the first Magdalena Bay purchase and this second 
one, America must “see with grave concern.” The second Japanese-Mexican 
controversy, the Tribune recites, grew out of the intercepted letter from Zim- 
mermann, German foreign secretary, to the German minister in Mexico City, 
in March, 1917, in which it was proposed that Mexico interest Japan in mak- 
ing common cause with Germany in fighting the United States. 

“Such a series of alarms,” declares the Tribune, “can not but injure the 
accord between the United States and Japan and Mexico, threatened as it has 
been inevitably by the question of Japanese immigration and the present ques- 
tion of Mexico’s new land laws. 

“It has been Japan’s constant protest that she 
wished her relations with the United States always

which demonstrates that the Monroe Doctrine is the 
one foreign policy of the United States the Ameri- 
can people will uphold at all costs. Parenthetically 
it may be observed that it is regretable that some 
of the editors who are most outspoken in their sup- 
port of this doctrine do not provide the Army and 
the Navy with the means by which that doctrine 
will be preserved from infringement much less vio- 
lation. 

Among Washington officials, according to some 
of the press dispatches which have been sent out, 
there is regret that Senator Borah made public the 
Magdalena Bay report without first ascertaining the 
facts behind it. The Associated Press wired a state- 
ment from the Mexican Embassay denying there 
was any foundation for the report, and the Japanese 
Embassy declared it had no knowledge of such a 
concession or that anything of the kind had been 
negotiated. It is betraying no secret that the ad- 
ministration is concerned over any press comment 
which is apt to intensify the relations of the United 
States and Japan. It is pointed out that the Japan- 
ese people have not forgotten, and will not soon 
forget, the summary action of Congress in exclud- 
ing their emigrants from the United States. Fortu- 
nately, the Japanese Government does not want 
any trouble with this country, especially in view 
of the revolutionary situation in China, and it is 
hoped and believed the new Magdalena Bay inci- 
dent will pass over without augmenting the anti- 
American feeling in Japan. However, it is con- 
ceded that one advantage arising out of the Borah 
statement will be that, if any Japanese subjects 
were negotiating a land concession in Mexico, their Government probably will 
take steps to put an end to their activity. 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer is one of the papers that best expresses this 
point of view. It says: 

“Americans have no grievance against the Japanese; the Japanese have 
none against America. The maintenance of these friendly relations should 
be the prime object of statesmanship on both sides. Trotting out a scare at 
every opportunity gums the machinery of peace.” 

Some of the papers recall the incident of 1912, relating to an attempt of a 
Japanese colonization society to obtain a land concession on Magdalena Bay, 
and quote the resolution offered by Senator Lodge, which the Senate over- 
whelmingly adopted. That resolution declared that, “Where any harbor or 
other place in the American Continent is so situation that the occupation 
thereof for naval or military purposes might threaten the communications or 
the safety of the United States, the Government of the United States could 
not see without grave concern the possession of such harbor or other place by 
any corporation or association which has such relation to another government, 
not American, as to give that government power of control for naval or mili- 
tary purposes.” 

The influential Chicago Tribune (Republican), asserts that it is “the right 
and duty of the United States Government to protest the sale of the Mag- 
dalena Bay and Ensenada tracts by their Mexican owners to a Japanese syndi- 
cate.” In its view, the Lodge resolution quoted above, clearly outlines the 
American policy concerning concessions to foreign corporations. Continuing 
the Tribune states: 

“The American scheme of national defense is predicated on an unimpeded 





she means what she says. It is Mexico’s chance to 
show that her new nationalistic zeal is not aimed, as 
she has said it is not, as a direct affront to the 
United States.” 

The Richmond Times-Dispatch, like the Chicago 
Tribune, looks with concern upon the report of 
Japanese activity in Mexico. 

“It is not to be wondered at,” says the Times- 
Dispatch, “that Mr. Borah, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, and other Senators, 
Hy, are pressing for an investigation of the facts con- 
nected with the reported granting to a Japanese 
syndicate by the Mexican Government of some 
2,000,000 acres of land on the shores of Magdalena 
Bay near the California border. If at first thought 
it might seem that the United States had nothing 
to do with any arrangement made by the Govern- 
ment of Mexico and a Japanese concern, on second 
thought it must be apparent that, if this report is 
correct, the spirit of the Monroe Doctrine has been 
violated, to the possible, if not probable, injury of 
the United States. It is further reported that this 
same syndicate has acquired another 1,000,000 acres 
of land along the Pacific Coast of Lower California 
within 100 miles of the California line. If this re- 
port is true, the menace to the United States is 
greater in proportion to the amount of land granted.” 

There is no apparent desire on the part of any of 
the press to advocete harsh measures against 
Mexico. Rather do they seem to want Mexico to 
retain her independence, but, at the same time, they 
are insisting that American interests be safeguarded.

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National Defense Struck By Congress 


Three serious set-backs to National Defense are seen by War Depart- 
ment officials in the action of the House and Senate conferees on Mar. 30 
in slicing —. items from the War Department Appropriation bill for the 

] year 1927. 
was ° result of the “savings” agreed upon by the conferees, the “National 
Matches,” which have been held annually at Camp Perry, Ohio, cannot be held 
this fall; promotion among the enlisted men of the Army must cease for an 
indefinite period, and the hundreds of Regular Army officers assigned to duty 
with the Reserves must pay traveling expenses out of their own pockets, The 
Senate already has passed the bill thus mutilated, and the House will concur 
formally. 

The conferees killed the plans for matches this year at Camp Perry by 
appropriating only $100 for participation by civilian rifle teams, and a like 
amount for participation by teams of the Reserve Officers Training Corps. The 
House had recommended $15,000 for the former, and the Senate, $80,000 for 
the latter. 

Officials of the War Department and the National Rifle Association have 
figured it useless to hold the matches at Camp Perry with just Regular Service 
teams participating. Accordingly, they are planning to confine competitive 
firing this fall to regional and inter-regiment matches. 

Before the conferees when they precluded the holding of matches at Camp 
Perry during the fiscal year 1927, was the testimony of such authorities as 
Maj. Gen. John A. Lejeune, Commandant of the Marine Corps; Maj. Gen. 
Robert H. Allen, Chief of Infantry, and Gen. M. A. Reckord, Executive Secre- 
tary of the National Rifle Association, that the holding of such matches an- 
nually was absolutely vital to national preparedness. 

The failure to hold the matches strikes at the most important element of 
National Defense, that of markmanship, in the Regular Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and all their components, as well as among civilians, it is pointed out. 

Promotion among non-commissioned officers, privates and specialists of 
the Army, must be stopped for several months because the conferees agreed 
on $48,973,485 for pay of enlisted men, instead of $49,962,144, as recom- 
mended by the Senate. War Department officials hope that by holding open 
vacancies occurring in these grades during a period of four months, the 
decrease in the appropriation can be offset. 

The conferees struck out the proposed appropriation of $100,000 for travel 
of Regular Army officers assigned to duty with the Organized Reserves, 
thereby making it necessary for officers so assigned to pay their own traveling 
expenses. In some cases this expense to the officer amounts to $300 or $400 
a year, it had been testified before the Senate committee. 

Brig. Gen. John Ross Delafield, president of the Reserve Offcers Associa- 
tion, testified before the Senate Appropriations Committee that the condition 
referred to was “rank injustice,” and discrimination between officers assigned 
to the National Guard and those assigned to the Reserves. 


OPINION OF MAJOR GENERAL LEJEUNE, U.S.M.C. 


The value of the national rifle matches as a factor in national defense cannot be 
overestimated. These matches have been held annually at Camp Perry, Ohio, on the 
largest and best equipped rifle range in the country, and have been a national insti- 
tution since 1901 when it became apparent that the belief that the United States was 
“a nation of riflemen’ was a fallacy and that some means of reviving the fast waning 
art of marksmanship was necessary. 

Teams gathered from the four corners of the United States meet annually and 
see and discuss the latest developments in rifles, ammunition and training methods 
and at the conclusion of the matches this information is seattered throughout the 
country. All visiting members, non-military, are put through a short but efficient 
course of instruction while at Camp Perry to train them as instructors and to 
crystallize the ideas and impressions they have received during the matches. 

To the Regular Services the matches become a common meeting ground where 
the most approved methods of training are put to test. Rifles and ammunition also 
receive the same attention and it is a direct result of these matches that our present 
rifle, the Springfield, and its ammunition, have been developed to the point of being 
considered the most accurate and efficient of all military arms. 

These matches have been one of the best investments this country has ever, made 
in the direction of national preparedness and any break in its continuity will be a 
loss not commensurate with the comparative small expenditure involved, 


OPINION OF GEN. M. A. RECKORD, N.R.A. 


“The failure of the House conferees to accede to the Senate amendment to the 
Army appropriation bill, which would have appropriated funds enough to conduct 
the national rifle matches this year, was, of cou'rse, a very real disappointment to 
us,” said Brig. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, executive secretary of the National Rifle 
Association, in discussing the national match situation. ‘“‘We feel that the failure to 
hold the national matches annually causes a serious loss of momentum, not only in the 
promotion of rifle shooting among civilians, but also in the encouragement of a 
higher degree of skill with small arms throughout the entire National Guard and 
Regular Army organizations. 

“We realize, of course, that the action of the House conferees was in line with 
the economy program of the Administration and, while we feel that in this particular 
instance the economy may not be wisely applied, we realize that we may be somewhat 
prejudiced, and intend to make the best of the situation. 

“Our efforts will now be directed toward the building up of state and regional 
matches similar to the annual Sea Girt and Wakefield competitions, with the coopera- 
tion of the adjutants general of the various states. While these state matches 
obviously do not provide the incentive and advertising that the national matches 
do, it is nevertheless true that if the state matches are made sufficiently attractive, 
there will be many shooters able to attend who would not be able to stand the 
expense or take the time to go to the national matches. The situation at present, 
therefore, appears to hinge largely on the cooperation that we obtain from the various 
adjutants general, and based on our previous experience, we have no doubt that this 
cooperation will be granted in as full a measure as we could wish for. The allot- 
ment of the various important National Rifle Association events such as the Presi- 
dent’s Match, Marine Corps Match, Wimbledon Cup Match, etc., will have to be 
decided by the Executive Committee of the National Rifle Association at their meet- 
ing in Washington on May 15. It is possible that some of the more important events 
may be allotted to the sesquicentennial rifle matches which are to be held in Phila- 
delphia and are now being arranged for by Maj. L. W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C. Res., a 
member of the executive committee of the association and a well-known international 
rifleman.” 

OPINION OF MAJ. GEN. R. H. ALLEN, U.S.A. 

“The discontinuance of the national matches, which is of more vital importance 
than an ordinary sporting event, is discouraging to the competitive spirit and has 
the effect of lessening the effort to attain excellence,’ Maj. Gen. Robert H. Allen, 
U.S.A., Chief of Infantry, commented, ; . 

“The greatest effect of the discontinuance of these matches will be on the National 
Guard and civilian rifle clubs, however,’ General Allen said. “We of the Service 
have our practice shooting almost continuously, lessening in comparison the eagerness 
for the national competition. But that competition is the greatest incentive to civilian 
teams, 

“To discontinue it at this time will deal a heavy blow at the movement now on 
in the United States to encourage and stimulate proper handling of weapons and 
shooting by citizens and civilian clubs formed for the purpose. 








Navy Air Bill Coming Up In House April 6 


f Ipeon Navy air bill (H. R. 9690) which includes a five-year air program, 
command of Navy air stations and promotion of certain Navy air 
officers as extra numbers, will be considered on the floor of the House of 
Representatives on Apr. 6.

ENERAL DRUM LEAVES THE GENERAL STAFF.— 

Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, U.S.A., Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-3, officially relinquishes his duty on the General 
Staff on Wednesday, April 8, and under orders previously 
issued proceeds to Ft. Wadsworth, N. Y., where he assumes 
command of the lst Infantry Brigade. General Drum is 
known as one of the ablest officers who has ever served on 
the General Staff. He is an officer of high attainments and 
sound judgment, and fully alive to all the exigencies of the 
Service. 

He entered the Army from civil life as a second lieu- 
tenant of Infantry in 1898, and has had varied and dis- 
tinguished service. Among other duties he served in the 
Philippine Insurrection as a first lieutenant of Infantry and 
Brig. Gen. H. A. Drum was cited for his gallantry in action during the encounters 

against the Moros near Lake Lanao, Mindiano, May 2, 1902. 

He won the distinction of being honor graduate of his class in 1902 at Ft. 
Leavenworth, and was Assistant Chief of Staff to Gen. Frederick Funston on 
the Texas border in 1916. He went to France in 1917 with General Pershing 
as a member of his staff and in 1918 he became Chief of Staff of the 1st Ameri- 
can Army. In a general order General Foch cited General Drum for the excep- 
tional qualities of tactical understanding, the judgment he displayed in the 
battles of St. Mihiel, and the Meuse-Argonne, for “his loyalty and his unflinch- 
ing energy.

also appeared before the committee. He pointed out that the board which 
studied the promotion system recognized certain inequalities in the single line 
list, but recommended that no change be made, as it was the opinion of the 
board members that the present system was as good as any that could be drawn. 

Maj. Gen. Fox Conner, Deputy Chief of Staff, testifying before the com- 
mittee, recognized the injustice of the present system of promotion. He cited 
two cases of injustices to junior officers, but said that if they were placed any- 
where else on the single line list, injustice would be done to some one else by 
the change. ; 

The fact that the committee in its report specifically indicates its interest 
in correcting “inequalities and alleged injustices suffered by junior officers of 
the Air Service and other officers,” gives rise to the belief that even after the 
War Department study is concluded, an effort will be made to provide a single 
promotion list for the Air Corps. This will be emphatically opposed by the 
General Staff and the War Department.

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Army Air Bill Has Morrow-Patrick Plan 


HE following is the text of the bill (H. R. 10827) introduced in the House 

of Representatives Mar. 29, 1926, by Mr. Morin, providing for an Air Corps, 
which was referred to the Committee on Military Affairs. The explanations of 
each section made in the report accompanying the bill are in parentheses. 


A BILL 


To provide more effectively for the national defense, by increasing the efficiency of the Air Corps 
of the Army of the United States, and for other purposes 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the act entitled “An act for making further and more effectual 
provision for the national defense, and for cther purposes,” approved June 3, 1916, as amended, 
be, and the same is hereby, amended so that the Air Service referred to in that act and in all 
subsequent acts of Congress shall be known as the Air Corps. 

(This section is to carry into effect the recommendation of the Morrow Board on the nomen- 
clature of the Army aviation.) 

2. Composition of the Air Corps.—That section 13a of the act entitled “An act for 
making further and more effectual provision for the national defense, and for other purposes,” 
approved June 3, 1916, as amended, be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out the 
same and inserting the following in lieu thereof: 

(The second change provides for three brigadier generals instead of one. The two additional 
brigadier generals are deemed necessary because of the size and importance of the Air Corps. 
This is in accordance with the recommendation of the Morrow Board * * *, Provision for the 
organization of bands is recommended because there is now no provision for a band as a part 
of any tactical Air Service unit. * * The percentage of flying officers in the Air Corps 
will be given instead of the percentage who can be nonflying officers. At least two of the 
brigadier generals shall be flying officers. * * * Provision is made for officers of other 
branches to be detailed to the Air Corps to qualify as flyers, provided that the total number 
of officers allotted to the Air Corps is not exceeded. All officers in the future, who are detailed 
to the Air Corps for periods in excess of one year, or who are permanently commissioned 
therein, must qualify as flyers. * * * A definition of a “flying officer’ is given, there being 
no existing definition of the term. * * * A change is made in existing law relating to 
flying pay, so that all officers and enlisted men who participate regularly in aerial flights may 
be paid accordingly. * * * Recommendations of the Morrow Board and the Lampert Com- 
mittee are carried out, increasing the number of enlisted pilots, assuring them the same oppor- 
tunities to qualify as officers, and reducing the cost of maintenance of the Air Corps, as enlisted 
pilots are paid less than commissioned. * * * The pay of air mechanics is increased in 
accordance with the Lampert Committee suggestion. It will enable the Air Corps to retain 
competent mechanics to carry on the highly important work.) 

“Sec. 13a. Air Corps.—There is hereby created an Air Corps. The Air Corps shail consist 
of one Chief of the Air Corps, with the rank of major general; three assistants, with the 
rank of brigadier general; 1,514 officers in grades from colonel to second lieutenant, inclusive ; 
and 16,000 enlisted men, including not to exceed 2,500 flying cadets, such part of whom as the 
President may direct being formed into tactical units or bands, organized as he may prescribe: 
Provided, Tkmt at least 90 percent of the officers in each grade below that of brigadier general 
and at least two brigadier generals shall be flying officers: Provided further, That hereafter in 
time of peace in order to insure that the commissioned officers of the Air Corps shall be 
properly qualified flying officers and, for the purpose of giving officers of the Army an oppor- 
tunity to so qualify, the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to detail to the Air Corps 
officers of all grades and such officers shall start flying training immediately upon being so 
detailed, but hereafter such officers shall not remain detailed to the Air Corps for a period in 
excess of one year or be permanently commissioned therein unless they qualify as flying officers: 
And provided further, That nothing in this act shall be construed to limit the number of officers 
in each grade that may be detailed to the Air Corps for training as flying officers except that 
the total number of officers allotted to the Air Corps shall not be exceeded. Flying units shall 
in al) cases be commanded by flying officers. Wherever used in this act a flying officer in time 
of peace is defined as one who has received an aeronautical rating as a pilot of service types 
of aircraft and in time of war may include one who has received an aeronautical rating as obser- 
ver. Officers and enlisted men of the Army shall receive an increase of 50 percent of their pay 
when by orders of competent authority they are required to participate regularly and frequently in 
aerial flights, and when in consequence of such orders they do participate in regular and frequent 
aerial flights as defined by such Executive orders as have heretofore been, or may hereafter be, 
promulgated by the President; and hereafter no person shall receive additional pay for aviation 
duty except as prescribed in this section: Provided, That nothing in this act shall be construed as 
amending existing provisions of law relating to flying cadets. On and after July 1, 1929, not less 
than 20 percent of the total number of pilots employed in tactical units of the Air Corps shall be 
enlisted men, except when the Secretary of War shall determine that it is impractical to secure 
that number of enlisted pilots. 

“Enlisted men of all grades in the Air Corps who have demonstrated their fitness and 
shown that they possess the necessary technical qualifications therefor and are engaged upon 
the duties pertaining thereto may be rated as air mechanic, first class, or air mechanic, second 
class, under such regulations as the Secretary of War may prescribe. Each enlisted man while 
holding the rating of air mechanic, first class, and performing the duties as such shall receive 
an increase of 40 percent of the pay of his grade, and each enlisted man while holding the 
rating of air mechanic, second class, and performing the duties as such shall receive an increase 
of 20: percent of the pay of his grade: Provided, That such number as the Secretary of War 
may determine as necessary, not to exceed 14 percent of the total authorized enlisted strength of 
the Air Corps, shall be rated as air mechanics, first class, or air mechanics, second class, and 
that the number of enlisted men rated as air mechanics, first class, shall be to the number of 
enlisted men rated as air mechanics, second class, approximately in the ratio of one to two.” 

Sec. 3. Temporary Rank for Air Corps Officers.—When a shortage of field officers in the 
Air Corps exists the Secretary cf War is hereby authorized, under such regulations as he may 
prescribe, to appoint officers of the Air Corps to temporary rank in the field grades, and while 
holding such temporary rank such officers shall be entitled to pay and allowances of the grade 
to which they are temporarily appointed: Provided, That such temporary rank is limited to one 
grade above the permanent rank of the officer appointed: Provided further, That no officer shall 
be temporarily advanced in rank as contemplated in this section unless the Chief of the Air Corps 
certifies that no officers of suitable permanent rank are available for such assignment: And 
provided further, That no officer holding temporary rank under the provisions of this section 
shall be eligible to command outside of his own corps except by seniority under his permanent 
commission. 

(The expansion in the Air Corps, resulting from the development of the five-year program, 
will necessitate an increase in the allotment of officers in tthe higher grades. Authority is 
vested in the Secretary of War to make such necessary temporary promotions without changing 
the permanent standing of any officer on the Army Promotion List.) 

Sec. 4. Correction of Promotion List.—That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, 
directed to investigate and study the alleged injustices which exist in the promotion list of 
the Army and to submit to Congress on the second Monday in December, 1926, this study, 
together with his recommendations for changes, if any, in the present promotion list. 

(With a complete report from the Secretary of War the committee hopes to find a means 
of rearranging the names on the Promotion List so that the alleged injustices to junior officers 
can be eradicated.) 

Sec. 5. Air Sections of the General Staff.—That section 5 of the act entitled “An act for 
making further and more effectual provision for the national defense, and for other purposes,” 
approved June 3, 1916, as amended, be, and the same is hereby, amended by adding the following 
paragraph at the end thereof: 

“There is hereby created in each of the divisions of the War Department General Staff an 
Air Section, the duties of which shall be to consider and recommend proper action on such air 
matters as may be referred to such division.”

Sec 6. Flying Pay.—That section 20 of the act of June 10, 1922 (42d Statutes, page 632), as 
amended, be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out the same and inserting the fol- 
lowing in lieu thereof: 

“Sec. 20. That all officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men of all branches of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, when by orders of competent authority they are required 
to participate regularly and frequently in aerial flights, and when in consequence of such orders 
they do participate in regular and frequent flights as defined by such Executive orders as have 
heretofore been, or may hereafter be, promulgated by the President, shall receive the same in- 
crease of their pay and the same allowance for traveling expenses as are authorized for the per- 
formance of like duties in the Army. Exclusive of the Army Air Corps, and student aviators 
and qualified aircraft pilots of the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, the number of officers 
of any of the services mentioned in the title of this act who may be required by competent au- 

rity to participate regularly and frequently in aerial flights as defined by such Executive 
orders as have heretofore been, or may hereafter be, promulgated by the President shall not at 
any one time exceed 1 percent of the total authorized commissioned strength of such service.

(The change of the wording in the first sentence of this section is made simply to conform 
with the change regarding flying duty in section 2 of the bill. * * * This change doubles the 
number of officers, other than Air Corps officers, who are eligible for flying duty. The increase 
is necessary to provide for the expansion under the five-year program.) 

(Under the existing law only two officers of the Air Corps are eligible to promotion to Chief 
of Air Service. The change will make 13 eligible, which number will gradually increase in 
future. It also provides that the Chief of Air Corps make recommendations to the Secretary of 
War for the appointment of his assistants.) 

Sec. 7. Appointment of Chief of the Air Corps.—That the third sentence of section 4c of the 
act entitled “An act for making further and more effectual provision for the national defense, 
and for other purposes,” approved June 3, 1916, as amended, be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by adding thereto the following: 

“And provided further, Any appointment as chief of the Air Corps shall be made from among 
officers of not less than 22 years’ commissioned service, and from those who have demonstrated 
by actual and extended service in such corps that they are qualified for such appointment; and 
as assistants from among officers of not less than 15 years’ commissioned service of similar 
qualifications: Provided, That the chief of the Air Corps shall make recommendations to the 
Secretary of War for the appointment of his assistants.” 

Sec. 8. Encouragement of Commercial Aviation.—For the purpose of encouraging the develop- 
ment of commercial aeronautics in the United States, its territories and its possessions, the 
Secretary of War is authorized, to make available War Department facilities for aviation and 
to cooperate with the owners or operators of private or commercial aircraft under such regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by him. This cooperation may include, in emergencies, the sale at 
cost, plus 10 percent, of fuel, oil, equipment, and other necessary supplies and the furnishing, at 
rates to be determined by him, of services and temporary storage space. All money received 
under the provisions of this section shall be paid into the Treasury of the United States, and 
an amount equivalent to the amount received shall be credited to the current appropriation or 
appropriations from which the property sold or services rendered was authorized to be supplied 
at the time of the transaction, and such credits to appropriations shall be available for expendi- 
ture throughout the current fiscal year and the fiscal year following. 

(This section favors Army and Navy landing fields being made available for civilian aviation, 
so far as practicable, to promote commercial aviation.) 

Sec. 9. Prohibited Areas.—The President is hereby authorized to fix and determine, for mili- 
tary reasons, prohibited areas in the United States and its possessions, over which aircraft shall 
not fly. He shall prescribe and publish such rules and regulations as may be necessary in regard 
to such prohibited areas, including suitable descriptions and maps when necessary. 

(There is no existing law covering this specific subject, although military reservations are 
protected from espionage in all other ways. The Secretary of War may protect such areas as 
he deems necessary to the national defense.) 

Sec. 10. Five-year Air Corps Program.—For the purpose of increasing the efficiency of the 
ne zee of the Army and for its further development the following five-year program is au- 
thorized : 

Personnel.—The number of promotion-list officers now authorized by law in the grade of 
second lieutenant of the Regular Army is hereby increased by 403, and the number of enlisted 
men now authorized by law for the Regular Army is increased by 6,240. The present allotment 
of officers to the Air Corps is hereby increased by 403 officers distributed in grades from colonel 
to second lieutenant, inclusive, and the present allotment of enlisted men to the Air Corps is 
hereby increased by 6,240 enlisted men. The President is authorized to call to active service, 
with their consent, such number of Air Corps Reserve officers as he may deem necessary, not to 
exceed 550, 90 percent of whom shall serve for periods of not less than six months or more than 
one year and 10 percent for periods of not less than one or more than two years: Provided, That 
nothing contained in this section shall affect the number of reserve officers that may be called to 
active duty for periods of less than six months under existing law. 

Equipment.—The Secretary of War is hereby authorized to equip the Air Corps with 2,200 
airplanes, with 10 airships, and with such number of free and captive balloons as he may de- 
termine as necessary for training purposes, together with the spare parts, equipment, supplies, 
and installations necessary for the operation and maintenance thereof: Provided, That the total 
number of airplanes and air ships herein authorized shall be exclusive of those awaiting salvage, 
undergoing experiment or service tests, those authorized by the Secretary of War to be placed 
in museums, and those classified by the Secretary of War as obsolete: And provided further, That 
the total number of planes authorized in this section shall include the number necessary for the 
training and equipment of the National Guard and the training of the Organized Reserves as may 
be determined by the Secretary of War. 

Method of Increase.—The total increase in personnel and equipment authorized herein shall be 
distributed over a five-year period beginning July 1, 1926. Not to exceed one-fifth of the total 
increase shall be made during the first year, and the remainder in four approximately equal 
increments. The President shall submit to Congress annually estimates of the cost of carrying 
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LACK HOLDS UP RETIRED PAY BILL.—Congressman Black, of Texas, is 

running neck and neck with his colleague, Congressman Blanton, in the 
effort to perpetuate injustices in the Army and the Navy. When one considers 
the tremendous sums which are expended for the Army in the Lone Star State it 
would seem that the people of that commonwealth would instruct their repre- 
sentatives to be more considerate of the needs of the Service. 

For example, Mr. Black, with fine disregard of the obligation of the Govern- 
ment to provide sufficient compensation for officers retired after the devotion of 
a life time to the service of the Government, objected to the consideration on 
Mar. 29 of the bill (H. R. 5840) to equalize the pay of retired officers of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service. Congressman Speaks, of Ohio, showed the overwhelming 
sentiment of Congress was in favor of the measure. He referred to the fact 
that the bill passed the Senate twice, and was favorably reported by the House 
Military Committee in the Sixty-eighth Congress; that reintroduced in the two 
Houses it has been favorably reported by the appropriate committees. He 
further pointed out that the Secretary of War approves it, and that the Budget 
Commissioner finds it lies within the President’s economy program. Finally, he 
showed that the present law is in violation of the principle of equity found in 
the statute providing that all officers retired should have the same pay and 
emoluments as are now or may hereafter be allowed to officers retired from 
active service. 

But Mr. Black remained adamant. He had made an analysis of the cost, 
and for all the Services he reported that the adoption of the bill would mean 
an additional increase for the first year of $774,100, diminishing thereafter at 
the rate of 3 or 4 percent per annum. He assumed the additional cost over the 
pay expended for retirement would be probably $10,000,000. Here are the addi- 
tional costs as figured by Mr. Black:

Congressman Speaks properly pointed out that there would be no appropria- 
tion required at the present time, and that whatever increased expense may 
follow will be absorbed in the regular appropriations for the Military and Naval 
Establishments. It is proposed by friends of the bill to press it, and it is hoped 
that action can be taken before Congress adjourns the middle of May. 


YORRECTING NAVY PAY ACT OF 1922.—With little hope of final action 

this session but to pave the way for legislation next fall, a determined 

effort is being made to bring before Congress legislation to correct certain 
inequalities of the pay act of 1922. : 

By this act the existing 10 percent increase to Navy officers for sea duty 
was abolished but in the case of married officers was really reinserted as 
“allowances,” thus, according to the sponsors for the proposed changes, not 
only discriminating against naval officers but further penalizing the bachelors 
of the services who, without dependents, are not entitled to such allowance. 

Further they charge that this act was “class legislation,” that length of 
service was unduly stressed and that in effect it put the unmarried officer in 
the position of working to help support the voluntarily assumed martial obliga- 
tions of his married associates. 

The claim is also made that the operation of the act has been detrimental 
to the morale of the Navy because it did not carry reward for merit and 
because it led to a long series of controversies with the Comptroller relative 
to definitions of what constitutes dependency. A situation embarrassing to the 
administrative branches of the Government has resulted. The accounts of pay 
officers and finance officers are being held open in hundreds of cases where he 
disputes the claims of officers in dependency of mothers, and in other cases the 
Comptroller is demanding reimbursement to the Treasury for payments in 
which his decision as to dependency has not been met. 

The solution now proposed is for congressional action that will pay like 
grades of officers compensation for like services, thus getting away from what 
is characterized as “an experiment in paternalistic government.” The bachelors 
argue that they are already penalized by the Government in the income tax, and 
that equity and justice demand they be placed on the basis of receiving the 
same compensation as their contemporaries of the same rank and service. They 
charge that the present act puts a premium on indolence, incompetence, inapti- 
tude and mediocrity and penalizes merit and a high order of endeavor in a 
service which is operated on the selection-promotion system. 


ESERVE PROMOTION ON CREDITS OPPOSED.—The War Department, 

in no uncertain terms, has gone on record as opposing a bill (H. R. 7248) 
in which the granting of credits will permit an increase of rank in grade for 
Reserve officers. Secretary of War Davis characterized the bill as “unnecessary 
and undesirable” and advised the chairman of the House against its favorable 
consideration or enactment. 
ee main reasons which the War Department gave for objection to the 
ill were: 

1. That it contemplates a sheer departure from the principle of the amended 
National Defense Act that “credit for increased rank in grade in the case of 
. Reserve officer shall be extended only for the time spent on an active duty 
status. 

2. The proposed change in the law would increase the credits thus accumu- 
aie by granting a still further increase for time spent in studies on an inactive 
status, 

In speaking of the objection in regard to the National Defense Act, Secretary 
Davis wrote: ’ 

“Furthermore, the departure, with others that would likely be sought, would 
establish a very complicated method for determination of a Reserve officer’s 
relative rank which, in the event of a general mobilization, would militate 
against easy and efficient administration.” ’ ‘ 

The Secretary cited the fact that at present certificates of capacity are 
granted for successful completion of school correspondence courses, and that 





these certificates are waivers of the requirement for written examinations 
required by regulations for promotion. This, he stated, was a “real inducement” 
to Reserve officers. 

Should the House Military Affairs Committee decide to hold a hearing on 
the bill Brig. Gen. Campbell King, U.S.A., Assistant Chief of Staff G-1, and 
Lt. Col. Frayne Baker, Res., G.S., have been appointed to give the War Depart- 
ment’s views and further information. 


AVY AVIATION PROGRAM.—One phase of the proposed five-year Avia- 

tion Building Program for the Navy and the similar program proposed 
for the Army Air Service that has been given considerable consideration and 
“confidentially” discussed in official circles is the effect the adoption of these 
air programs would have on the approaching international conference on further 
limitation of naval armament. 

According to well-informed officers of the Navy adoption of the naval air 
measure particularly may prove of vital importance. Admittedly the success 
of the Washington conference was due to the fact that the United States was 
in a position, with its potential preponderance of naval strength, with the 1916 
building program under way, not only to bring about the conference, but, by 
the sacrifices made, to get results. 

Now, certain of these naval students of the international situation say, an 
entirely different situation exists. Under the existing agreement the American 
Navy, it is pointed out, has a fixed status with the other two great naval powers 
of the world. Below the strength of the British Navy it no longer threatens 
England’s supremacy of the seas and even if maintained at full treaty strength 
cannot be a menace to Japan, it is held. 

Under these conditions, these critics hold, no particular pressure can be 
brought to bear by the country to force further limitation and should a con- 
ference be called has no superiority to sacrifice, in other words nothing to 
trade with. Adoption of a building program, especially the naval one on ac- 
count of its direct bearing on naval strength, according to some of these 
officers, would place in the hands of the American delegation a powerful 
weapon for influencing other powers and serve as a basis for securing con- 
cessions to make an agreement possible. 

There have been some intimations that official Washington has not been 
unmindful of the possibilities of having under way the creation of a powerful 
air force when negotiations on further limitations are begun. 


IR CORPS INCREASES REGULAR ARMY STRENGTH.—The House Mili- 

tary Committee deftly acted in order to prevent any absorption of the 
proposed increase in the Air personnel in the present strength of the Army. 
In the bill it favorably reported it specifically provided that the number of 
promotion-list officers now authorized by law in the grade of second lieutenant 
of the Regular Army should be increased by 403, and the number of enlisted 
men by 6,240. Then it directed that the present allotment of officers to the Air 
Corps should be increased by 402 distributed in grades from colonel to second 
lieutenant, inclusive, and the present allotment of enlisted men to the Air Corps 
be increased by 6,240. In other words, the committee specifically increased the 
strength of the Army, and thus sought to block a move on the floor of the 
House designed to increase the Air Corps at the expense of other arms. Of 
course, no appropriation was carried by the bill, and this is a question that will 
have to be taken up after the law shall have received the approval of the 
President. 

The War Department will work out the method by which the increase in the 
commissioned strength of the Air Corps will be arranged, and the promotions 
therein which will be necessitated. The House committee paid a real compli- 
ment to General Patrick by specifically providing that any appointment as 
Chief of the Air Corps should be made from among officers of not less than 
22 years’ commissioned service and who had demonstrated “by actual and 
extended service in such corps” that they are qualified for such appointment, 
and also by declaring that the Chief of the Air Corps should make recommenda- 
tions to the Secretary of War for the appointment of his assistants. It is not 
usual for Congress to guide the Secretary of War in naming the aides of the 
chief of an arm, but the House committee makes it clear that it wishes all the 
executives of the Air Corps to be Air officers. 


ORIN TO REPORT INSURANCE PROVISION.—While the House Mili- 
tary Committee failed to include a provision for insurance in the Air increase 
bill, it did authorize the chairman to offer an amendment on the floor authoriz- 
ing such protection. The committee felt that the Veterans’ Bureau should be 
directed to grant insurance to aviators of the Army at the same rates as were 
authorized during the World War. A subcommittee is now endeavoring to work 
out the appropriate language. A feeling prevails that the insurance provision 
offered should apply to all officers of the Army, the Navy, and the Coast Guard, 
and the amendment finally drafted may cover all the Services. But there is 
little likelihood of Congress authorizing free insurance even to aviators. 


HY NOT A WHITE UNIFORM FOR THE ARMY?—The Army at large 
judging from various expressions of opinions is anxious it seems to 
have a white summer uniform, with lapel collar, and many officers are hopeful 
that the General Staff will take up the matter at an early date. ; 

Since the white uniform is primarily used in hot or tropical climates, it 
would appear, it is pointed out, that this uniform should receive consideration 
even ahead of the O.D. uniform. 

Any uniform which requires a standing collar around the neck is very 
undesirable from the point of comfort, especially in warm weather or in a hot 
climate. The Army as a whole, it is said, would like to see the white uniform 
follow in line With the new lapel collar recently authorized for the O.D. uniform. 

It is the opinion that a lapel collar for the white uniform would make it 
possible to adopt a white uniform which would answer the purpose for all 
occasions where white is authorized. 

Now that hot weather is approaching, it is held that it would surely be 
a very opportune time to have the question of the white uniform settled. 
There is no doubt but that the great majority of officers throughout the Army 
favor a white uniform with lapel collar.

INF., U.S.A. QUALIFIES 
PERCENT IN SHOOTING 


The rifle companies of the Sth Inf., 
U.S.A., detachment, which constitutes the 
garrison of Ft. Moultrie, 8S. C., under 
command of Col. John R. West, completed 
its record practice at Camp Johnson Ha- 
good, near Mount Pleasant, Mar. 20, after 
one of the most successful seasons in the 
history of the regiment. The detachment, 
which is composed of the 2d and 3d bat- 
talions, qualified 100 percent of the men 
firing, an unusual record and one never 
before attained at this station.

Again The Department of National Defense 

Inaction by the Military and Naval Committees has disposed for this Con- 
gress at least of the burning question of last summer and fall-—a single Depart- 
ment of National Defense or an independent Aviation Department. The 
House Military Committee intends to consider and probably will report a bill 
reviving the Council of National Defense for the purpose of coordinating the 
procurement activities of the air services of the Army and Navy. This bill 
will have no chance of passage. When Congress shall adopt the conference 
report of the two Houses creating the Air Corps for the Army, the conference 
report increasing the Air Service of the Navy, and the conference report for 
the air branch of the Department of Commerce, it will feel that it has dis- 
charged its duty in connection with aviation, and further proposals relating 
to this important subject will be relegated to the background. 

The proponents of the Department of National Defense, however, have not 
abandoned their pet project, and they are making no secret of their intention to 
keep it alive, especially during the coming political campaign, and of pressing 
it during the next Congress. They are encouraged by the agitation of the sub- 
ject which is in progress in England, and which has found strong expression in 
Parliament. It is obvious if there should continue to be strife in the Services in 
connection with air development and operations, the men in Congress in favor 
of a single department will be encouraged in their activity. Under the cir- 
cumstances, it is argued that every effort should be made to carry out loyally 
the legislation about to be enacted and to remove all real causes for discontent, 
especially those which tend to disharmony. 





Army Will Not Be Cut 

Sincere relief prevails that the House Military Committee turned thumbs 
down on the proposal to increase the Air Corps of the Army at the expense 
of the commissioned and enlisted personnel of other branches. The policy 
of economy which is distorted to the cost of the Services was strongly advanced 
as a reason for such action. Fortunately, the President’s position that the 
Army could not be scaled down because it is today only the size of a police 
force, controlled the situation, so far as the committee is concerned. There is 
apprehension that a move of this kind will be made on the floor of the House. 
It would have elements of popularity among a certain group in the chamber, 
but again the President’s control is so effective that there is no liklihood of the 
adoption of such a proposal. In any case, the Senate will grant the increase 
for the Air Corps without reference to the strength of the other arms, and the 
conferees of the House will accede to the Senate’s action. Thus, a danger will 
be avoided which could do serious harm to the Service and its efficiency.

Revise Dependent Pensions, Congress 


There is an obvious attempt by Congress to avoid a plain duty—that is to 
make proper provision for the dependents of officers and enlisted men killed 
or injured in the exercise of their profession. The Senate Military Affiairs 
Committee took no action with respect to this important recommendation of the 
Morrow Aircraft Board. The House Military Affairs Committee has contented 
itself with a decision to make a study of the question for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the advisability of such legislation, cost, etc. The House Naval Com- 
mittee has made no secret of its opposition. 

Yet every member of Congress, who has examined the present rates of 
pensions, admits their starvation character. We print the following table to 
show Congress and the country the pitiful amounts which widows receive:

It is unnecessary to set forth the reasons which make it imperative for a 
proper revision of the above table. The purpose of a pension is to discharge 
the obligation the Government incurs when it accepts a man for life or in 
war or other emergency at pay which makes savings impossible. But the 
rates in force continue the obligation. They merely constitute a gesture which 
is a sad commentary upon the way the Government fulfills its responsibility. 
Congress need make no prolonged study to ascertain the facts. They are 
clear. Equally clear is the duty of rectification.

ARMY PROMOTION LIST 
Corozal, Canal Zone, Mar. 10, 1926. 
The Army and Navy Journal, 

Dear Sirs: In your issue of Feb. 20 an article 
on the revision of the single list is noted. In 
the remarks of General King the basic principle 
of promotion is stated to be length of commis- 
sioned service. It is believed that the only 
fair way of assigning places on such a list is 
in accordance with total active commissioned 
service. Had the original list been made accord. 
ing to this basic principle a lot of the injustice 
would have been obviated. The fact that service 
after Nov. 11, 1918, does not count allows a 
large number of officers to be placed ahead of 
those who served continuously until the reorgan- 
ization in 1920. It is a matter of record that 
comparatively few officers were discharged from 
the Army against their wishes after the Armis- 
tice. Most of those whose service was not con- 
tinuous saw that the duties incident to discharg- 
ing the overseas contingents would be none too 
pleasant and decided to return to civil life 
where good positions were easy to obtain at 
the time. Those of us who intended to make 
the Army a career stayed in and “did the dirty 
work” and as reward we lost almost two years’ 
service as far as promotion list ranking is con- 
cerned. Service after the Armistice should be 
as important as that before, especially since a 
majority of the officers benefitting by this pro- 
vision saw no actual fighting. 

Here are some interesting figures. The officer 
who is exactly 3,500 files ahead of me on the 
list has had 7 months and 12 days less com- 
missioned service than I have had. The officer 
who is exactly 3,000 files ahead of me has had 
3 months less service, another 2,059 files ahead 
of me has had 9 mos, and 17 days less service. 
And here is an officer of my own regiment 1,846 
files ahead of me who has had 1 year, 2 months 
and 3 days less actual commissioned service. 

Even if some officers were discharged against 
their wishes after the Armistice it seems unfair 
that they should suffer no penalty at all for 
losing a year or more service. It should be a 
simple matter for the War Department to de- 
termine just who were forced out and who left 
the Army of their own accord. The latter 
should certainly be placed on the list in accord- 
ance with their total service. To me this ap- 
pears to be the greatest injustice in the list as 
it now stands—the fact that officers are not 
placed on the list according to total commis- 


sioned service.

WHAT IS WRONG WITH THE COAST 
ARTILLERY? 


Has the Coast Artillery been relegated to 
Class “B” as a branch of the Service. After 
reading Circular No. 1, War Department, 1926, 
I can’t help asking questions. 

Why the discrimination? What will become 
of the efficiency, discipline, and morale in the 
Coast Artillery at foreign service stations? And 
why should we who are on foreign service be 
punished for things that are no fault of ours, 
but of those we call in our branch “datum 
points’’? Why not reduce the men in the states 
who are dodging their duty? 

Anyone who has studied military history 
should know the fact that forces who are hold- 
ing the outposts of the United States must be 
of the very best in the way of efficiency, dis- 
cipline, and morale. It is obvious that Circular 
No. 1 tends to destroy all this. 

The effect on military efficiency, discipline, and 
morale will be that in a few years we will have: 

None of the old sergeants who, with their ex- 
perience, are the “keystone” of all military 
efficiency. 

And what will be the effect on sergeants re- 
turning in grade knowing that their chance will 
be 1 in 100 to remain a sergeant? 

What will be the effect on sergeants who are 
reduced prior to their departure, through no 
fault of theirs, but that some one in the states 
is a duty dodger, 

What will be the effect on privates, knowing 
that sergeants will have lost their authority on 
boarding a transport? What a chance to pay 
off grudges? 

Why are supply and color sergeants reduced? 
Are they less efficient, are they below in mili- 
tary status relative to other branches or are they 
otherwise not entitled to consideration shown 
other branches? Of course, paragraph 1, Circu- 
lar No. 1, in a weak way is trying to explain 
why is it that there is trouble in the Coast Ar- 
tillery only? Why not also in the Infantry or 
any other branch? 

I won’t say that I am any better than those in 
other branches performing the same military 
duties, but I can say that I always have tried 
very hard to deserve all that the Government has 
done for me, and I don’t want to feel sorry for 
not having tried to dodge foreign service. All 
we care for is an even break. Why discrimi- 


nate?

stories hidden in 65-year-old muster rolls of the early National Guard, = _ 
state of Washington, were uncovered recently at The Adjutant General’s Office .= = 


at Camp Lewis. The muster rolls showed that one company of the Washington 
Territory Volunteers, who were taken into service by Uncle Sam to assist in 
subduing the warring tribes, was composed wholly of friendly Nez Perce 
Indians. Such names as “Seven Days Whipping,” “Looking Glass,” “Talking 
Tobacco,” “Red Grizzly,” “Duck,” and “Fish-Tone” appeared on the rolls of 
this organization. The captain was called a war chief and answered to the 
name of “Spotted Eagle.” There were no sergeants or privates in this outfit, 
and outside of the one head the other fighters were merely known as war- 
riors. What stern dicipline was used by the war chief of this company of 69 
picked fighters that needed no lieutenants or noncommissioned officers ? 

The pay and allowances of the Nez Perce Indian company which did such 
effective work was set at $2 per day for each warrior and $2 per day for his 
horse. Congress later cut this amount to $33.41 for the 36-day campaign in 
which they were engaged for both warrior and his mount. Spotted Eagle, the 
war chief of the company, however, received $95.33 for his services. The money 
was paid by Congress to the Secretary of the Interior, who distributed in all

The National Committee which is

Recently tentative offers of contributions 
of material such as lumber, timber, cloth, 
cordage, copper, etc., have been received, 
with indications that about $75,000 worth 
of material will be contributed in kind. 


“The only reason that more children have 
not been reached,” says Rear Adm. Philip An- 
drews, U.S.N., chairman of the National Com- 
mittee, in a letter to the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, “is because of rules in many cities 
protecting the children from ‘drives.’ Grad- 
ually the true character of the campaign is 
being appreciated and action of the _ school 
authorities in Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
San Francisco and many other large cities, 
which at first refused the schools an oppor- 
tunity to participate, shows that it is no longer 
confused with an ordinary drive but is recog- 
nized as a great national patriotic movement. 

“The Navy personnel, supplemented by the 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard have con- 
tributed $30,000. Progress in the campaign has 
been more rapid recently since people have come 
to a proper appreciation of why there is a 
campaign instead of an appropriation by Con- 
gress to restore ‘Old Ironsides.’ When I per- 
sonally was first approached on the matter | 


felt that Congress should have made the ap- 
propriation. 

“When the reason was explained to me I 
immediately saw the value of such a cam- 


paign among the school children of the coun- 
try as well as the general public. Had Con- 
gress appropriated the money directly, the ship 
would have been rebuilt but it would have re- 
ceived no publicity and in the end would have 
meant nothing particularly to the people of 
the country. Rebuilt, as she will be, by the 
contributions of millions of school children and 
others, she will have a significance and value 
greater than ever before, and the review of her 
history and the history of her times which 
the campaign has instituted will be of im- 
mense benefit to the Navy and to future cit- 
izenship. 

“There was no refusal on the part of Con- 
gress to appropriate this money when it author- 
ized her restoration and allowed the Secretary 
of the Navy to receive contributions. ‘Old 
Ironsides’ is being restored through a public 
campaign so that she will mean more than ever 
to the people of this country and be as im- 
portant and unique a memorial to use as Nel- 
son’s flagship, the Victory, is to England. The 
‘ampaign is only half over and considerable 
money must sti be raised. It is to be hoped 
that Service people will lead in arousing in- 
terest and sympathy for this movement wherever 
possible.”

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Maj. Gen. Jesse M. Lee, U.S.A., retired, a dis- 
tinguished officer of the Civil and Indian , Wars, 
the Philippine Insurrection, and the Boxer Re- 
bellion in China, died at Walter Reed Hospital, 


Washington, D. C., Mar. 25, 1926. General 
Lee is survived by his widow and daughter, 
Mrs. Maude Lee Rethers, wife of Col. Harry 


F. Rethers, U.S.A., who reside at the High-

General Lee who was placed on the retired 
list on account of the age limit, Jan. 2, 
1907, was known as a very popular and effi- 


stand officer and he had the reputation of never 
having evoked any aid to gain advancement 
in rank. General Lee was born in Indiana, 
Jan. 2, 1843, and at the outbreak of the Civil 
War he enlisted as a private in the 59th In- 


diana Volunteers. He was honorably mustered 
out July 17, 1865, as a captain. 

During his Civil War service General Lee 
participated in the capture of New Madrid, 


the seige and battle of Corinth, the campaign 
through Mississippi, the Vicksburg campaign, 
and during the latter took part in the battles 
of Raymond, Jackson, Champion Hill and the 
assault on Vicksburg. He also took part in 
the campaign from Atlanta to Savannah and 
through the Carolinas. General Lee entered the 
Regular Army as a second lieutenant in the 
39th Infantry in July, 1866. In April, 1869, 
he was transferred to the 25th Infantry, and 
his next regiment was the 9th Infantry, in 
which he received his promotion of captain and 
major, and was transferred to the 15th In- 
fantry in August, 1900. During his service in 
the West he took part in several expeditions 
against the Indians. Early in 1898 he was 
appointed major and inspector general of Vol- 
unteers, but declined the place; colonel of the 
10th Regiment of Immunes, but shortly after 
he resigned that command in order to perform 
service with his own regiment in Cuba. Gen- 
eral Lee saw extensive service in the Philip- 
pines and during the Boxer rebellion in China 
he accompanied his regiment there and served 
through the campaign. After Colonel Liscum 
was killed in the battle of Tien-Tsin he as- 
sumed command of the 9th Infantry. He was 
later appointed inspector general on the staff 
of Major General Chaffee, commanding the 
China Relief Expedition. For his gallant and 
efficient service’in China he was recommended

Brig. Gen. Thomas Ward, U.S.A., retired, who 
was among the oldest officers of the Army, died 
at his home, Rochester, N. Y., Mar. 25, 1926, 
of pneumonia. General Ward was born Mar. 
18, 1839, at West Point, N. Y., where his father, 
the late Bryan Ward, was Registrar of the 
United States Military Academy. He entered the 
United States Military Academy in 1859, and 
was commissioned a second lieutenant of Artil- 
lery in June, 1863. He served through the va- 
rious grades, reaching that of brigadier general 
in 1902, and was retired in 1902 after 40 years’ 


service. During the Civil War General Ward 
was breveted first lieutenant on June 3, 1864, 
“for gallant and meritorious services in the 


Battle of Cold Harbor, Va.,” and captain on 
Mar. 13, 1865, “for gallant and meritorious 
services during the war.’ General Ward served 
as professor of military science at Union Col- 
lege, Schenectady, N. Y., from 1873, to 1878. 
He received the degree of M.A. from Union Col- 
lege in 1878. He was president of the Board of 
Visitors, United States Military Academy in 
1907. General Ward is survived by two sons, 
Col. Philip R. Ward, Art., U.S.A., lst Lt. John 
M. Ward, Reserve Corps, who served in the 
World War, and two daughters, Mrs. M. . 
Stebbins, of Rochester, N. Y., and Mrs. F. E. 
Ottoway, the widow of the late Ens. F. E. Otto- 
way, U.S.N. Midshipman Thomas Ward, Jr., 
class of 1903, United States Naval Academy, an- 
other son of General Ward, was killed in 1904 
in the performance of duty on board the U. §S, 
battleship Missouri.

In referring editorially to the death of Col. 
Stanhope E. Blunt, U.S.A., at West Palm Beach, 
Fla., Mar. 22, 1926, and noted in the issued of 
this paper on Mar. 27, the Springfield Repub- 
lican, of Mar. 23, said in part: 

“It is difficult to imagine any high ranking 
representative of the military profession em- 
bodying better than did Colonel Blunt in local 
society and affairs the traditional qualities of a 
Christian gentleman. 

“As an ordnance officer Colonel Blunt took 
high rank when in his prime, especially as an 
expert in small arms. He had a scientific mind 
which contributed considerably to the solution 
of various ordnance problems, in the period 
especially when the magazine rifle using smoke- 
less powder cartridges was being developed in 
place of the old-time ‘single-loader’ of the Army. 
Colonel Blurt’s active military career came, to 
be sure, in a period when no ordnance problem 
could be solved with any finality, for the World 
War soon after his retirement revolutionized 
modern warfare and largely substituted the ma- 
chine gun for the older magazine rifle. Yet 
the United States magazine rifle, as finally de- 
veloped by the generation of ordnance experts 
to which he belonged, was as near perfection 
probably as a small arms for the field service 
of the Army could be. 

“Unquestionably Colonel Blunt deserved to 
rank in professional qualifications and ability 
with the best ordnance officers of his time, and 
he was not inferior to any of them as the gen- 





eral manager of a great military manufacturing 
plant such as the United States has maintained 
in this city and at Rock Island.”

NCREASING THE NUMBER OF CADETS AND MIDSHIPMEN.—Senator 

Harris has introduced a bill (S. 3712) to increase the number of cadets and 
midshipmen by 40 each, the increase to be appointed by the President from 
among the sons of officers, soldiers, sailors and marines who died prior to July 
2, 1921, of wounds or disabilities contracted in line of duty during the World 
War. It is now pending before the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. 


Senator Harris explained the bill as follows: 


The purpose of this bill is to authorize the President to appoint to the Military and Naval 
Academies sons of officers, soldiers, sailors, and marines of the Army, Navy and Morine Corps 
who were killed in action or died of wounds or injuries received or disease contracted during 
the World War. 

No one who has not lost his father during the World War is eligible to fill any of the 
additional vacancies created by my bill; neither does the bill amend or modify in any way 
existing law with respect to appointments to the Military and Naval Academies, except as to 
the number of cadets that may be appointed by the President. ‘This number is increased by 
40 at each institution to provide for the appointment of a limited number of boys whose fathers 
sacrificed their lives in the defense of their country. 

Since the course of instruction at the Military and Ngval Academies extends over a period 
of four years, the increase in annual appointments will normally be 10 cadets and 10 midship- 
men. The number of these that are eventually graduated will be less than the number of ad- 
missions, or less than 10 annually at each academy, due to deficiency or failures in studies. 

This increase in the number of cadets and midshipmen will not affect the authorized com- 
missioned strength of the Army or Navy; neither will it result in an excess of graduates at 
either academy. The vacancies among the officers of the Army each year considerably exceed 
the number of graduates of the Military Academy, and the vacancies in the Navy and Marine 
Corps will take care of the additional graduates of the Naval Academy. 

The appeals that have been and are now being made by or in behalf of our war widows for 
assistance in the education of their children have made a deep impression on my mind. To me the 
condition of these fatherless boys and girls is the most distressing after effect of the World War. 

The compensation paid under the World War veterans’ act to or for children—$10 per 
month for one child and $6 for each additional child—helps some, but unfortunately this ter- 
minates when the children reach the age of 18, just when they are or should ready to be 
sent to college. The discontinuance of this additional compensation thus results in a reduc- 
tion of the widow’s income when she is most in need of funds to complete the education of 
her children or prepare them to be self-supporting. 

The American Legion is now engaged in a campaign to raise an endowment fund of 
$5,000,000 to assist in the education of the children left fatherless by the World War. Some 
of our State universities and private educational institutions have made special provision for 
paies these war orphans, and many patriotic citizens have established scholarships for their 

nefit. 

The Federal Government, however, does not, either directly or indirectly, contribute to 
the support of these boys and girls while they attend college or after they reach the age of 18. 

The governments of European nations associated with us in the World War are more consid- 
erate and liberal in this respect than our own. 

The British royal warrants for the pensions of disabled veterans and families of deceased 
officers and soldiers contain provisions for continuing the allowances to or for children beyond 
the ages fixed by the warrants in the case of those who “are being educated at a secondary 
school, technical institute, or university."" These royal warrants correspond to our World War 
veterans’ act, and were promulgated in July, 1920. 

In France the universities and lycees, or secondary schools, which are supported and con- 
trolled by the central government, offer special facilities for the secondary and collegiate educa- 
tion of the children of “those who were killed in action or died during the World War. 

In Italy sons of officers and soldiers who made the supreme sacrifice in the World War are 
admitted without restriction as to number to the Royal Military Academy at Rome, which cor- 
responds to our Military Academy at West Point. 

If Great Britain, France, and Italy, which suffered financially and otherwise far more than 
we did during and as a result of the World War, can afford to assist in the collegiate education 
of the vast numbers of sons and daughters of their disabled veterans and war dead, it would 
seem that the United States could at least make provision, as proposed in my bill, for educating 
at our two national academies a limited number of sons of those who died in the defense of their 
country, 

We should, in my opinion, go further and continue the compensation provided in the World 
War veterans’ act beyond the age of 18 for children, left fatherless by the World War, who can 
attend colleges, universities, or technical institutes, as is now done in Great Britain. These boys 
and girls should be treated as wards of the Nation until they receive as good an education or as 
good a technical training as they would have been given had the war not deprived them of their 
fathers’ support and assistance. 

I hope the Congress will without delay grant the small measure of relief proposed by my bill. 
At a later date I shall take up the matter of amending the World War veterans’ act so as to 
provide or continue assistance in the higher education and training of all sons and daughters of 
those who made the supreme sacrifice for their country and humanity.

| ig cgpemene ete PAY OF RETIRED OFFICERS.—The Speaks bill (H. R. 5840) 
to equalize the pay of retired officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, etc., who retired prior to July 1, 1922, was held over when it came 
before the House Mar. 29, due to the objections of Representative Black, of 
Texas. Representative Speaks attempted to ascertain the reasons for objection 
and the following discussion ensued: 


Mr. Black of Texas. In the first place, in the Army pay bill of 1922, Congress declared its 
legislative policy te be that officers retired before the enactment of the bill should not be included 
by the bill. That is one reason. The next reason is that the United States has the most liberal 
retirement law in the world-—— 

Mr. Speaks. That does not enter into it. 

Mr. Black of Texas. And these retired officers, as I can show from the figures, are now re- 
ceiving most generous treatment at the hands of the Government. 

Mr. Speaks. I agree to that. In reply to the gentleman, take the case of Colonel D, whom 
I have cited here, with 40 years and 10 months of active service covering all wars and activities 
during that period of time. He was serving under a specific arrangement, a moral contract at 
least, that when he did retire any rates fixed by this Congress, whether high or low, should 
apply to him just as to every other officer, and the gentleman is absolutely ignoring that moral 
obligation when he objects to this bill coming up. 

Mr. Black of Texas. Well, I do not admit the moral obligation. I object, Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. Speaks. Will the gentleman from Texas please assign some reason? 

Mr. Black of Texas. I think I have done that already.

RMY OFFICERS’ RETIREMENT PAY BILL BLOCKED.—The Wurzbach 

bill (H. R. 3995) which amends the National Defense Act wording to grant 
Army officers who are retired because of disability received in service, retired 
pay amounting to 75 percent of his active pay from the date of retirement was 
blocked Mar. 29 when Representatives Begg, La Guardia and Anthony objected 
and prevented a vote. 


OARD OF VISITORS TO U.S.M.A.—The bill (H. R. 9276) providing for 
membership of the Board of Visitors, U.S.M.A., was passed by the House 
on Mar. 29 after a short debate with the following representation allotted: 
Five members of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs; five members of 
the House Committee on Military Affairs; five members of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, and four other members of the House. This represen- 


tation differs from that originally proposed by the addition of four members 
from the House at large and the reduction of the House Military Affairs group 
by two. 

Another change in the bill struck out the clause pertaining to the notification 
of the Superintendent before each visit of the board.

RIVATE SERVICE BILLS PASSED.—The House of Representatives Passed

The first bill considered was H. R. 1944, which would retire Charles Wall jp 
the grade of lieutenant commander, U.S.N.R.F., which he held during the World 
War, with the pay and emoluments of that grade. As predicted in these columns 
several weeks ago, there was strong opposition to the bill which was finally 
passed 36-34, after considerable debate. The point at issue, according to the 
opposition was discrimination. 

The next bill (H. R. 5059) taken up was appointing Chief Machinist William 
C. Gray, U.S.N., a lieutenant on the active list of the Navy, to date from Aug 
3, 1920, and take rank next after Lt. James Madison Ober, U.S.N. ’ 

The bill was passed, 44-14. 

The bill (H. K. 6202) for the relief of Thomas V. Corey, waiving the section 
of the naval appropriation act of 1921 so as to allow him to apply for retire. 
ment as ensign, was passed with an amendment providing that no back pay 
or allowances accrue. 

The Army’s private bills did not fare so well. The bill (H. R. 615) granting 
$223.25 to the parents of the late Lt. W. C. Barrett, U.S.A., for personal prop- 
erty belonging to their son and lost in France, was passed but the bill (H. R. 
8502) to restore Maj. Harry W. Stephenson, U.S.A., to the active list of the 
Army as an additional number in the Coast Artillery Corps, was passed over. 


ILL ON AIR FIELD PASSED OVER.—The bill (S. 1144) providing for the 
purchase of a tract of land near Little Rock, Ark., was passed over on Mar, 
29 at the request of Representative Ragon. 


GAINST ALAMANCE AS NATIONAL MILITARY PARK.—Secretary of 
War Davis has informed the chairman of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee that the War Department does not consider Alamance Battlefield, N. C., 


of sufficient importance to warrant its being created a national military park 
as the bill (H. R. 9661) proposes. 


ILL ON NAVY HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION.—Two identical bills (H.R. 

_ 10999) and (H. R. 10732) were introduced by Representative Swing recently 
which provide for a total expenditure of $415,000 for additional naval hospital 
construction as follows: 


Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, laboratory and mortuary building, $35,000; Greag Lakes, LIL, boiler 
plant and connecting lines, $200,000; Puget Sound, Wash., one ward building, 60 beds, and ex- 
tension to mess hall, $32,000; Guam, mess hail and galley, $18,000; San Diego, Calif., officers’ 
ward building, 50 beds, $150,000; which expenditure for the purposes aforesaid shall be made 
from the naval hospital fund. 


ILL ESTABLISHING WARRANT GRADE OF PAY CLERK, U.S.M.C.—The 

bill (H. R. 8725) to establish the warrant grades of chief Marine gunner, 
chief Q.M. clerk and chief pay clerk, U.S.M.C., was held over when it came up 
in the House Mar. 29, due to objections. 


WARD OF SERVICE MEDALS.—A bill (H.R. 10779) has been introduced 

by Representative Frothingham which authorizes the issuance of medals 
without expense to soldiers entitled to them from the Civil War through the 
various wars and campaign to the World War. It is similar to a bill intro- 
duced several weeks ago and mentioned in these columns. 


ORBECK BILL HELD UP.—The hearings scheduled for the Norbeck bill 
1 before the Senate Naval Affairs Committee on Mar. 31 have been indefi- 
nitely postponed due to the absence of Senator Norbeck, sponsor of the bill. 
This is the only bill concerning the adjustment of Navy commissioned warrant 
officers’ pay which was making noticeable progress this session. 


nm FAVORS DEATH GRATUITY PAYMENT.—The Secretary of the 
Navy in a recent communication to the Chairman of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs favors the enactment of the bill (H.R. 10469) to insure the 
payment of a death gratuity to the dependent of any officer, enlisted man or 
nurse in the Service who presents satisfactory proof of dependency. 

The Secretary, in indorsing the bill, states: “This measure is clearly ben- 
eficial in nature and is designed to protect those dependents in the naval service 
from the carelessness of such persons in failing to fill out beneficiary slips.” 

The bill makes the determination of dependency final and binds the Comp- 
troller and other accounting officers of the Government to accept it as such. 


opp: MILITARY AFFAIRS.—Senator Tyson recently reported favorably 
a bill (S. 2338) authorizing the President to reappoint Chester R. Rothwell, 
formerly a captain of Engineers, U.S.A., an officer of Engineers, U.S.A. Sen- 
ator Blease reported adversely on a bill (H. R. 1573) to provide for the re- 
appointment of Maj. Chauncey S. McNeill subject to certain conditions and its 
consideration, with that of several other private bills, was postponed indefinitely. 


ILL ON R.O.T.C. TRAINING.—Chairman Morin has introduced a bill (H.R. 

10828) to enable members of the R.O.T.C. who have interrupted the course 

of training prescribed in the act of June 4, 1920, to resume such training. The 

bill provides that advanced training can be continued after graduation from an 

educational institution, where the individual concerned took the two years 
elective or compulsory course of military training. 


pacmmeses MILITARY TRAINING IN SCHOOLS.—Senator Frazier has 
introduced a bill (S. 3746) which would prohibit any course of training from 
being made compulsory for any student in any educational institution other than 
a military school. It would amend the provisions of the present act by making 
military courses elective at all such institutions.

| THE FINANCIAL DIGEST, 


BY RAYMOND V. SYKES 


The stock market was recently subjected to a second wave of heavy selling 
which carried prices down to many new lows for the year. Bond market 
prices were little affected, save in cases of certain second-grade bonds and 
convertible issues, 

A number of explanations, or at least, excuses, have been put forward to 
account for the heavy selling in speculative stocks, but few of them have 
sufficient foundation in fact to be acceptable. 

In the first place, the assurance of speculators had not recovered from the 
set-back administered by the first break in prices about a month ago in the 
face of what appeared to be an unusually bright outlook for business. Margin 
accounts were in a weakened position and many who operate on that basis had 
neither the courage nor resources to withstand a second attack. 

Income tax payments, a considerable volume of Government financing, and 
provisions for usual month-end requirements resulted in a considerable volume 
of loans being called in the New York market, while, at the same time cal] 
money rates advanced to 5% percent. It was the money situation that actually 
precipitated the break in stock prices. 

The fundamental condition of the market itself appears materially im- 
proved. Forced liquidation seems practically completed and credit is again 
available in ample volume. The call rate has subsided and it is quite probable 
that the $100,000,000 of loans that were called marks the extent of the require- 
ments in that direction. Incidentally, the latest statement of the New York 
Federal Reserve shows another contraction of $81,660,000 in loans to brokers 
and dealers for the week, following a decline of more than $162,000,000 in the 
previous week. Altogether, since Jan. 6, brokers’ loans have declined $337,176,- 
000, or more than 10 percent. This shrinkage is a direct reflection of the decline 
in stock prices. 

Developments in other directions also were factors in contributing to the 
weakness in stock prices. One of the most important of these is the unsettled 
outlook in the French political and financial situation and the decline to a new 
low level for the franc. 

The commercial reporting agencies find that wholesale and retail buying is 
not coming up to expectations, despite nearness of the Easter season. One 
reason for this has been universally poor weather conditions. There is some 
let-down also in certain manufacturing lines which is a little greater than 
can be attributed to seasonal fluctuations. 

However, Wall Street is inclined to lay more stress on the minor unfavor- 
able factors than is warranted. Actually, the country is prosperous, and will 
continue so in the opinion of business men. Public utility earnings are showing 
substantial increases month by month in every section of the country. Railroad 
officials predict the results in that field for 1926 will exceed the banner year 
1925. The steel industry reports a higher rate of consumption, with the out- 
look for new building requirements not much less than this time a year ago. 
These three industries reflect the business situation and the reflection is not 
unpleasant.
